Issuing stamps to raise funds 
for a charitable purpose is some- 
thing stamp collectors do _ not 
greatly approve of, yet dealers 
buy heavily such items because 
they know collectors will demand 
them. However when a country 
does issue such stamps the issue 
should be sufficient to meet deal- 
er demands for certainly if the 
publie—is» willing fo contribute to 
such a charity, the country con- 
cerned should be ready to meet 
the public more than half way 
and provide sufficient of the 
stamps so that the dealer who is 
the ‘‘goat” between the stamp is- 
suing country and the collector, 
need not have to suffer for their 
lack of foresight. 

The recent issue by Curacao of 
a set of stamps to raise funds for 
the Curacao Prisoners of War is 
a horrible exam>le of just what 
we have been talking about. We 
can best state the facts and show 
the situation by quoting from a 
letter from Mr. Joseph J. Gold- 
berg, Chicago dealer who adver- 
tised the stamps in our columns. 
Mr. Goldberg originally ordered 
100 sets and sent his remittance 
for them on November 10. He 
has recently received the supply 
allotted to ‘im and got exactly 
23 sets. Mr. Goldberg states 
that but 20,000 sets were over- 
printed but that advance orders 
for the stamps to the Curacao 
Post Office totaled about 60,000 
sets. Mr. Goldberg tells us that 
he received orders for over 200 
sets from readers and now has the 
unpleasant and expensive task of 
refunding and explaining to most 
all of these people. 

So long as collectors insist on 
buying such issue7, just so long 
must they expect and put up with 
such situations for the dealer 
who tries to serve them can not 
take the blame for such happen- 
ings.

war, in the hope and belief that they might thus delay the entry of 
America and the support it might give when the fatal day came. 

Following this there were innumerable organizations of purely 
American origin that began to spring up as world affairs began to 
shape themselves for the conflict that was becoming more apparent. 





Hi-Hat Auctions In 
Cleveland Becoming 
More Popular Yearly 





It was a very clever idea when 
Nelson P. LaGanke of the Mint 
Sheet Brokerage Comnany of Cle- 
veland, Ohio, started his “Hi-Hat” 
Auction sales and provided real 
High Hats for the Auctioneer. the 
clerks and the customers. It gave 
a bit of spice to the sale but be- 
lied the name for there is nothing 
“high hat’ about “3utch” and the 
only thing high hat about his auc- 
tions is the excellent quality of 
the material he has been able to 
offer and the strong competition 
from the floor. 

Being the only auctions held in 
Cleveland, a city which should 
rate more of this kind of busi- 
ness both because of its size and 
because of the large number of 
collectors and the great Philatelic 
interest that has always been ev- 
ident in this city, the Hi-Hat 
sales are always well attended 
and draw-a bigger floor crowd 
than many of the eastern sales. 

The next Hi-Hat sale coming up 
for January 28, is filled with 
choice United States, everything 
before 1910 and will set a new 
record for interest in these sales. 

When in Cleveland, last No- 
vember we visited the offices of 
the Mint Sheet Brokerage Com- 
pany and were’ amazed at the 
large stock of mint sheets carried 
there. This firm originated 
the weekly “bid” and “ask” 
sheets issued for distribution to a 
list of subscribers. These sheets 
were copied by others but the 
Cleveland firm is the only one 
that survived with this style of 
business and their turnover runs 
into a considerable sum. They 
have a ready market for almost 
anything in mint sheets and han- 
dle a lot of collector accumulat- 
ions as_well. They work on a flat 
3% commission and have regular 
customers in all parts of the 
country. 

Each week they issue a large 
four page list which quotes prices 
asked and offered for all sheets 
of past years that are available 
thus as well as for certain of the 
popular British Colonial items. 

They also handle 
and job lots on a straight com- 
mission basis and buy postage at 
a small discount. 

If you have never seen their 
weekly sheet, they will gladly 
mail a copy on request.

@Many of these organizations were 


truly American and wholly sincere 
in their purpose and belief, some, 
so we are told, were organized by 
Axis agents and palmed off on un- 
suspecting people as the real thing 
while others which were sincere 
in their efforts were corrupted by 
funds from Axis sources. Only a 
real history of these societies, pro- 
duced from a study of Govern- 
ment files could ever completely 
sort the good from the bad. 


Much of the propoganda 
these organizations was done 
through the mails, that means 
covers, to the wide awake collec- 
tor and these covers, many of 
which bore printed slogans, some 
with labels and in other forms, 
furnish a series of Pre War Peace 
and Propaganda covers that de- 
serve a place in any collection of 
the present world war covers. 

The writer has no intention of 
attempting to give a list of such 
covers or to attempt a_ general 
article on them for there must be 
a vast number of which we have 
never heard. 

In order however, that collece 
tors may be urged to search for 
and preserve such covers, we are 
going to describe and mention a 
few that will clearly illustrate the 
type of cover that we have in 
mind. 

Through the kindness of Mr. 
Austin S. Grimes cf Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, a number of these covers 
came into our hands some months 
ago and we have carefully pre- 
served them until the present and 
shall now call them to your atten- 
tion. 

All of the covers at hand are 
addressed to a Governor of one 
of our states. This shows to what 
people the propoganda matter con- 
tained in the envelopes was mail- 
ed. One of the covers bears a cor- 
ner card imprint of “World Peace 
Association/Carl A. Ryan, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer/Jenkins, Minneso- 
ta, U. S. A.” Printed across al- 
most the full width of a number 
10 size envelope in a single line 
of red, are the words, “Our Battle 
Cry of Peace is ‘Freedom from 
War, for All, Forever’! Across the 
lower edge of the envelope in a 
single line in blue is “We seek 
permanent peace through the es- 
tablishment of World Government 
of, by and for the people of all 
lands, regardless of race, creed, 
color, or geographical location’’. 

The other five covers which are 
before me are all of or from the 
same group and this is an inter- 
esting lot of material for it is from 
the “Father Divine’ followers of 
whom there were a vast number 
in all parts of the country. 

If you are familiar with news- 
paper stories that appeared con- 
cerning Father Divine and his 
Angels you will recall some very 
interesting episodes. Father Di- 
vine was a.“colored” gentleman 
who gathered a vast following 
and seemed endowed with an end- 
less supply of ready money. It

This being the first column of 
1944, what would be more ap- 
propriate at this time than a com- 
plete review and list of the first 
flights which took place during 
1943, Contrary to belief that there 
would be no more first flights 
fcr the duration, 1943 was indeed 
a banner year for first flight cov- 
er collectors. Dispite the fact that 
the Army took over 59% of the 
airline’s planes, there were more 
new routes inaugurated and more 
new stops added to the existing 
routes during 1943 than during 
many of the years in the past de- 
cade. 

The domestic first flights (CA- 
MS) last year included:

There it is, 20 new flights dur- 
ing 1943. To the collector of in- 
bound and airmail field postoffice 
cancels, that meant over 60 cov- 
ers during the year. A (%) pre- 
ceding the name of the city indi- 
cates an official gov’t. first flight 
cachet was applied to the covers, 
while a (*) indicates an unof- 
ficial cachet (usually sponsored 
by the Chamber of Commerce or 
the Airline) was applied to the 
first flight covers. The majority of 
these covers are very scarce (es- 
pecially those on which there was 
not much advanced notice) and in 
several instances less than 100 
covers were flown. After the war, 
there will ~robably be a very 
heavy demand for these covers 
and those collectors with dupli- 
cates will find themselves in a 
very fortunate position. 

In addition to the above do- 
mestic first flights, there was also 
at least one FAM and two inter- 
nation flights by a foreign carrier. 


The one known FAM was the 
new New Orleans-Merida (Mex- 
ico)-Guatemala City (Guatemala) 
segment of FAM-5 (E), which was 
first flown on June 13th. Due to 
the army and Postal regulations 
prohibiting international covers, 
only a very small quantity of 
collectors mail managed to get 
through. A cachet was applied to 
the majority of ‘the covers, and 
the route is flown by Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways, Inc. In addition to 
this route, there were probably 
other FAMs flown during 1943, 
but Army authorities will not re- 
lease any information about them 
until after the War, which means 
that we will have to wait until 
Peace comes before we can find 
out what they are. Let’s hope this 
is very soon. 

The two international foreign 
flights are the well-publicized 
KLM and TACA flights hetween 
points in Latin America and 
Miami, Fla. 

The first of these was the KLM 
(Royal Dutch Airlines) flight be- 
tween Curacao and Aruba, Neth- 
erlands West Indies; and Miami; 
via Haiti; Jamaica; and Cuba. 
This first flight took place on 
August 17th, and official cachets 
were applied to covers mailed at 
Aruba and Curacao. No covers are 
known from Haiti nor were cov- 
ers carried on the outbound flight 
from Miami, due to the familiar 
Army Regulations. The other 
flight was the recent TACA flight 
between Costa Rica and Miami; 
via Nicaragua; Honduras; and El 
Salvador. This flight took place 
on November 20th, and official 
cachets were arplied to covers at 
all Central American points. As 
with KLM, there were no covers 
carried from Miami on the out- 
bound flight. Incidently, since 
these routes are operated by for- 
eign corporations, they cannot be

considered as FAMS. They -will 
probably be listed in the Souvenir 
Historical Section of the official 
catalogues. 

Thus passes 1943, a great year 
for cover collectors. What 1944 
has in store remains to be seen. 
However, present indications 
show that 1944 should be the 
greatest year in CAM history. At 
the immediate time. there are 
about 40 flights which have been 
authorized but not taken place. 
By the time you read this, there 
will probably be many more. If 
the War should end before next 
New Year’s, there will even be 
more since the Armed Forces will 
be able to return many of their 
airfields. to commercial use. I'll 
do my best to keep you fully in- 
formed of all flights and to give 
as much advanced notice as pos- 
sible on coming events, so follow 
this column during the coming 
year. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board re- 
cently granted new routes to Con- 
tinental Airlines, Essair Ine. and 
Braniff Airways. However, since 
none of these are expected to take 
place right away and I’ve used 
more than my quota of space for 
this week, I'll withhold this in- 
formation until next week,

“OCCUPATION” ISSUES 

Hugh M. Clark, editor of 
Scott’s Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue, made known last 
week that the nine stamps printed 
some months ago and inscribed 
“Allied Military Postage” are to 
receive chronicling in the United 
States section. 

They were made by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing at 
Washington, but the values are 
expressed in the centesimi and 
lire currency of Italy, and the 
series was placed in use in Italy 
after that country was invaded. 
Hence collectors had wondered 
whether they were to be listed 
under the United States or Italy. 

Although the word “Military” 
appears on the stamps, the cata- 
logue publishers classify them as 
an “occupation” series and not as 
military stamps, inasmuch as they 
were used by the civilian popu- 
Istion as well as by soldiers.

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The Alcantara Bridge Of Spain 


BY R. C. BINGHAM in ‘The Straight Edge’ 





OMAN, Saracen, Christian a 

Moor—all have crossed Alcan- 
tara Bridge at Toledo, Spain. Four 
bridges have spanned the Tagus 
River on the same site at this 
walled city, the old capital of 
Kings of Castile, and the present 
structure contains masonry of 
every period in Toledo’s long and 
turbulent history. 

The first bridge was built by 
the Romans about 100 A. D. in 
honor of Trapan, Spanish-born 
Emperor of Rome (98-117.) With 
the crumbling of Roman power 
the Visigoths, barbarian Christ- 
ians from north of the Danube, 
swarmed across the Pyrenees and 
inundated the Iberian Peninsula. 
History vaguely records repairs 
made to the old Roman bridge 
by these people in the year 687 
—the last authentic record of 
the Roma-. structure. Before, or 
early in the following period of 
Arab occupatior it had disappear- 
ed except for the foundations, 
parts of which still remained. 

The Arab structure dates from 
871, erected on the old founda- 
tions by Halaf, Alcade of Toledo. 
This bridge stood for 340 years 
throughout the Arab and Moorish 
periods, until 1211 when it col- 
lapsed. Six years later, 1217, re- 
construction was ordered by 
Henry I, king of Castile. The 
work was directed by Mathedo 
Paradiso, a military  achitect 
whose bridge engineering ap- 
parently was not very efficient 
since rebuilding was again re- 
quired 41 years later. Little at- 
tention was given to maintenance. 








By 1380 the bridge had again 
almost disappeared and the pre- 
sent structure was built under 
the direction of Archbishop Pedro 
Tenorio, member of the ancient 
monastic order, “Brother of the 
Bridge,” and a famous patron of 
bridge building throughout Spain. | 


The Archbishops bridge is the 
substantial old structure pictured 
on various postal issues of Spain. 
It is solidly built of native granite, 
670 feet long, with an arch and 
porticullis at one end and a large 
crenelated tower at the other. 
The arch and tower structures are

that his chief concern was that the 
United States buy both Central 
and South America and make all 
of the Americas, one single De- 
mocracy. While the labels do not 
mention Canada, we presume the 
good Father Divine would also 
include Canada or does he consid- 
er that the suggestion made by O. 
C. Lightner in one of his editorials 
in his Hobbies Magazine, that the 
U. S. buy or take Canada were 
sufficient to cover that bit of 
land, 

There were two labels which 
were used to a great extent by the 
followers of Father Divine. One a 
label printed in green with the 
letters showing in white, the other 
a label printed in red and blue 
on white paper. 

Both of these labels are illus- 
trated and we quote the wording 
from the labels so that you can 
more readily see what is proposed 
in these labels. One or both may 
be found used together on enve- 
lopes of the period around 1939-

WE GET SOME FUNNY LETTERS 

At least they seem funny to us for we have spent a great many 
gears in this stamp world of ours and know the answers to a lot of 
things yet there are still a lot of other things to which we have never 
found the answer and we rather think the reason is that there just 
isn’t any answer. 


A reader just wrote and asked if we could tell him a_ source 
where he could buy Central and South American stamps by the 
pound.

Well, that is one question to which we never expect to find an 
Mswer-for there just is no such source and never will be unless 
s0me person who has such material goes crazy and offers it thus. 

Too many inexperienced people want to start in the stamp busi- 
aess and think that stamps are like manufactured merchandise 
which, when the stock becomes low, more is ordered from the 
factory. 

They fail to understand that there are two or three kinds of 
stamps. The wastebasket variety which includes the cheaper low 
values of all larger countries which fre thrown into the wastebaskets 
by the millions. Some of this material is salvaged and from it comes 
the cheap mixtures and cheap packets. Then there are the high 
values which are worth money and worth saving but. only a very 
small percentage are ever saved, usually so few that prices on them 
are such as to cause dealers and knowing individuals to attempt to 
save all that can be saved from the daily mails. It is this class of 
stamps that every dealer is ready to buy and which forms the back- 
bone of the stamp trade of the world because there is such a large 
body of collectors who are able and eager to buy the stamps that 
come within this class and this class of material is never offered in 
bulk lots. 

The other class of stamps might best be called the old and obso- 
lete issues of most any country, the classics which grace the album 
pages of the true collector and these issues might well be likened 
to a rare gem or a fine painting. To duplicate them is out of the 
question, the supply is dwindling year after year through losses of 
various kinds and because of this fact as well as for numerous other 
reasons, these old issues are steadily advancing in value and have a 
recognized market value in every civilized country of the world. 

An investment in a stamp collection over a period of years will 
assure one of years of pleasure and a final sale a ta figure which 
should prove ample. 

Yes, we get some funny letters and to thoroughly answer some. 
of them might well take many pages of this paper, for the field of 
stamp collecting is a large one and the possibilities are unlimited.

TECHNICAL REPORT 


ALLEGED SEMIOFFICIAL AIR 
MAIL STAMPS OF PUERTO 
RICO 











iofficial air mail stamps” of 
Puerto Rico are again being ad- 
vertised in the philatelic market 
after an absence of some two 
years, 

The story of_these labels was 
told in The Airpost Journal] for 
July, 1941 by Dr. Norman D. 
Thetford who resides in the Vir- 
gin Islands. Dr. Thetford explain- 
ed that although the Aerovias 
Nacionales and a competitor, Car- 
ibbean-Atlantic Airways, both air 
express companies, sometimes 
carried mail between the Virgin 
Islands and Puerto Rico, such car- 
riage was a mere accommodation 
service for which no fee was 
charged. Dr. Thetford pointed out 
that although Aerovias often car- 
ried letters for him to San Juan, 
P. R. and then deposited them in 
the mails, he further stated that 
“their agent here told me he 
knew of the labels, advised again- 
st their use. and never had any 
to sell.’”’ Dr. Thetford places the 
labels in a class with Christmas 
seals, 

Because of their similarity to 
postage stamps, the labels caused 
considerable annoyance to postal 
employees. They were at times 
even placed on the front of let- 
ters, contrary to Postal Regulat- 
ions. The Post Office Dept. ac- 
cordingly took up the matter with 
Aerovias and this company ex- 
plained that the labels were nec- 
essary. for advertising purposes. 
This explazution, however, is 
hardly tenable since it is not nec- 
essary to issue advertising stick- 
ers in a series bearing eight dif- 
ferent values. 

The matter came to an end in 
September, 1941 when the Post 
Office Dept. requested Aerovias to 
discontinue the use of the “ad- 
vertising labels.” Unfortunately, 
the Sanabria catalogue continues 
to list them as “semiofficial air 
mail stamps.” And since it is to 
be expected that this catalogue 
will continue to list them it is 
also to be expected that the hoax 
will reappear every now and then.

Dear Sirs: 

Juseph J. Golberg’s “Postage 
Stamp Parade” column in your 
issue of December 16 innocently 
carried the announcement of the 
recent receipt of the Liechten- 
stein official stamp (20rp brown- 
orange, Wooden Bridge at Ben- 
dern, Scott’s type A80), original- 
ly issued in 1937 and _ reissued 
about two years ago with Black 
Crown overprint. 

Actually the stamp is unique. 
Covered bridge coliectors 
throughout the country, as well 
as philatelists, will recognize it 
as being probably the only one 
in the world to carry an illustra- 
tion of the old-fashioned covered 
wooden bridge of a generation or 
two ago. 

Incidentally, New England is 
often cited as the place. where 
that type of bridge has always 
been the most common. You 
might be interested to know that, 
at least up to u few years ago, 
your own state of Ohio had more 
covered bridges in it—approxi- 
mately 500—than any state in the 
Union. Massachusetts, for in- 
stance, New England state where 
this is being written, now has 
only about 20 of them. 

I have been a_ subscriber to 
LINN’S for less than two months, 
but it took that brief notice to 
call to my attention an item that 
had entirely escaped me in re- 
spect to my 20-year-old hobby of 
collecting covered bridges. Scott’s 
illustration of the stamp shows 
clearly it is a covered bridge. I 
am sending immediately for a 
mint block of four—of both is- 
sues.

Old Posfoffice Myth 
Exploded; Black Mark 
Mars A Fine Record 


According to ‘‘Steel’’ a weekly 
publication, the old myth about 
nothing keeping these’ couriers 
from delivery of the mail, must 
have been forgotten in recent 
years for the item reprinted be- 
low is certainly unworthy of the 
traditions of the Department. 

SPOILS A GOOD RECORD: In 
the testimony of John A Bair, 
attorney for Montgomery Ward 
& Co., before the House Commit- 
tee on Expenditures in the Exec- 
utive Departments, appears this 
paragraph: 

“The Post Office Department, 
on instructions from’ Washington, 
drastically curtailed delivery of 
our mail-order mail and dumped 
a lJarge part of this mail in a 
warehouse which it rented for 
this purpose—obviously an act in 


support of che union and the 
WLB. We had to close the 
store.” 


That the United States Post Of- 
fice Department, which through 
the years has crea'ed a whole- 
some respect for the sanctity of 
the mails, has been prostituted 
to the service of minority groups 
will come as a shock to many 
Americans. Yet the Montgomery 
Ward incident is not an isolated 
case. “During the “Little Steel” 
strikes it was not uncommon for 
pickets to ve permitted to go 
through the U. S. mail and to 
dictate which lettefs or parcels 
could go through and which 
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could not. These facts were. ree- 


orded in newspapers at the time. 
and are reported on pages 269, 


327 and 331 of Tom M. Girdler’s 
autobiography ‘‘Boot Starps.”

NATIONAL PARKS 
OF THE CONGO 


During 1938 Belgian Congo, 
which to-day is the only part of 
“Free Belgium,” issued a_ series 
of stamps illustrative of the Nat- 
ional Parks of the country. 











The 5 centimes stamp, picturing 
the Molindi River, shows a typical 
vista in the Congo jungle land. 
Here the forest rises like a green 
wall at the water’s edge, just as 
David Livingstone, the first white 
man to explore the Congo, de- 
scribed it seventy years ago. 


“Into these primeval forests,” 
wrote Livingstone, ‘the sun’s 
rays, through vertical, cannot 
penetrate except by sending down 
at mid-day a thin pencil of light 
into the gloom. Rainwater stands 
for months in stagnant pools made 
by the feet of elephants. The 
climbing plants, from the size of 
whipcord to that of a man-of- 
war's hawser, are so numerous 
that the ancient path is the only 
passage. When one of the giant 
trees falls across the way it forms 
a wall breast high to be climbed 
over. The mass of tangled vines 
brought down with it makes cut- 
ting a path around it a work of 
time which travellers never un- 
dertqke.” 


Another characteristic tropical 
scene—a thicket of bamboos—is 
pictured on the 90c. denomination. 
This amazing hollow-stemmed 
plant is said to grow as rapidly as 
16 inches in a day, and some au- 
thurities state they reach 
the towering height of 120 feet. 
Be that as it may, the bamboo 
has been truly described as ‘‘one 
of the most wonderful and beau- 
tiful products of the tropics, and 
one of Nature’s most valuable 
gifts to man.” The young shoots of 
the bamboo are eaten like aspar- 
agus; hollow sections of the larg- 
est plants are used for water buc- 
kets; medium size stems are use- 
ful in the construction of tropical 
houses; and many of the smaller 
bamboos find their way to tem- 
perate climates, in the form of 
porch furniture, vaulting poles, 
awning screens, lawn rakes and 
other useful articles. 


A waterfall is pictured on, the 
1f50c. denomination, and we learn 
from the inscription that this 
scene may be found on the Suza 
River, a Congo tributary. Lovely 
to look at, but serious obstacles to 
navigation, are these cataracts 
which block the lower reaches of 
many African rivers. The mighty 
Congo itself, one of the longest 
rivers in the world, is barred 100 
miles from the ocean; but after a 
short rail-road journey around

the cataracts, it is navigable for 
a thousand miles, 

Not all the rivers of Belgian 
Congo flow through tropical for- 
ests, as plainly indicated by the 
2{40c, postage stamp of_this ser- 
ies. Here you see the Ruthshuru 
river winding its way northward 
from the region of Mt. Karisimbi 
in Central Africa. This is upland 
country, open in most places, and 
having the orderly. appearance of 
good farm and pasture land. 

At one point on the Ruthshuru, 
there are boiling springs which 
warm the river to a more com- 
fortable temperature. This makes 
the spot a popular watering place 
for local hippopotami, who con- 
gregate in great numbers to take 
tepid baths, lounge, exchange hip- 
popotamus gossip, yawn and brag 
about the bright sayings of their 
children. 

From the region of the Ruth- 
shuru one looks southward to one 
of the most beautiful panoramas 
in all Africa, brought to stamp 
collectors on the 2f50c. stamp of 
this series. Mt. Karisimbi, an ex- 
tinct volcano, stands with its peak 
capped in eternal snow, in spite 
of its location almost on the equa- 
tor. 

Another temperate region of 
Central Africa is shown on the 
final stamp of this seriés, the 
4{50c. denomination. Here, the 
healthful plateau country looks 
toward distant mountains, and the 
subtitle tells us that these are the 
Mitumba Range, which lies in the 
southern central part of the Con- 
go.
